For this reason, he added, 
he had conditioned.^ accept- 
ance until “the ej^tence of 
the great and absolute unity 
among all Cubans, putting 
aside all our differences for 
when we have rescued Cuba, 
which will be a matter of a 
few months once this unity 
has been produced." .
